The application has been amended as follows: I n claim 1, line 3, between "PVC 
homopolymer" and "having particle sizes" the following has been inserted: -, prepared 
by emulsion polymerization or microemulsion polymerization,--. In the same claim, in 
line 5, between "PVC homopolymer" and "having particle sizes" the following has been 
inserted: -, prepared by emulsion polymerization,--. In claim 22, line 2, between "PVC 
homopolymer" and "having particle sizes" the following has been inserted: -, prepared 
by emulsion polymerization or microemulsion polymerization--. In the same claim, in 
line 4, between "PVC homopolymer" and "having particle sizes" the following has been 
inserted: -, prepared by emulsion polymerization,"-. In claim 23, the word 
- composition- has been inserted between "A coil coating" and "comprising". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Since all of 
the cited references disclose blending (extender) resins which are prepared by 
suspension polymerization, which gives them different particle sizes, gel, fusion, 
viscosity and viscosity stability characteristics and changes the appearance of the 
resulting coating, the above Examiner's Amendment obviates said references. 
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3. Claim 19 has been rejoined with the other claims by the examiner as being 
directed to the method of using the composition.
